Extensive improvements: in the 
Norris candy factory on Peachtree 
street, including the lease of new 
office quarters which will give 
greatly needed additional space, and 
the acquisition by Atlanta of an- 
other auto parts factory, were im- 
portant business developments an- 
nounced here yesterday. 
, Officers of the Norris Candy com- 
pany stated that ‘their corporation 
has leased the Grant-Goldsmith 
_building on Peachtree » street, at 
present occupied by the. Hudson 
Motor company branch, and will 
shortly begin the addition of three 
fioors to the five-story building oc- 
cupied by their factory for the pur- 
posétof enlarging their manufactur- 


. ing capacity: and giving additional 


office space. The efilargements are 

brought about by the rapidly in. 
creasing volume of business which 
the Atlanta company is called upon 
to handle. 

The present floor space of their 
factory is 80,000 square feet which 
will. be extended to 125,000 square 
feet by the occupaney of that part of 
the Grant~Goldsmith building, with 
the exception of that part occupied 
‘by the Kelly-Springfiel@ Tire com- 
pany, which will remain in their 
- present quarters. 

Will Add Three Stories. 

The present factory stands in the 
rear of the company’s office at 223 
Peachtree street and is 60 by 165 
feet in dimensions, five stories high. 
To this building the cémpany will 
add three stories, making an eight- 
story structure, which will connect 
by a bridge with their part of the 
Goldsmith-Grant building, also to be 
used excepting the ground floor, to 
be occupied by magnificent office 
quarters. 

Dimensions of the Goldsmith 
Grant building are 100 by 130 feet 
and the. building consists of four 
stories and a basement. The Kelly- 
Springfield Tire company’ occupies 
three floors of this structure, 50 by 
130 feet in dimension.

‘WOMAN MURDERED 


Miss. Julia Green, 65, 
Dies on Operating Ta- 
ble, Following _Mysteri- 


ous Assault Wednesday 
Night—Robbers Got 
Only $1.25.

Marietta, Ga., July 31.—(Special.) 
Miss Julia Green, 65 years old, died 
on the operating table at Dr. C. T. 
Nolan’s sanitarium this afternoon at 
4:30 o’clock, following an assault at 
her home while she slept last night. 
No clue has yet been found as to the 
guilty party in the brutal and mys- 
tterious murder. 

For years Miss Green has lived 
alone in a house on Waterrfian 
street, opposite the Waterman Street 
school. She was very popular with 
all of the neighbors’ children be- 
cause of her gift of story-telling and 
recitation. Many of the school 
children were kept supplied with 
pies and peanuts by this old lady. 

Last night Miss Green was seen 
going home at about 10 o’clock, and 
this morning one of the neighbor- 
ing boys went over to her honse at 
about 10 o’clock and found the doors 
closed. He knocked on thé@ door 
and Miss Green dragged herself out 
of the bed and to the door. She 
fell three times in making the at- 
tempt. Seeing her condition, the 
boy helped her back in bed and 
went for the police, 

Remembered Nothing. 

Miss Green ‘told the police that 

she remembered nothing of the at- 
tack, but that it must have hap- 
pened some time after midnight. 
The blows of the robbers rendered 
her unconscious as she siept and 
she did not revive until this morn- 
ing and was too weak to call for 
help. 
The bed clothing was soaked 
with blood and showed that Miss 
Green had been brutally beaten. 
Her upper ,lip and one “of her ears 
were split open and her head and 
face generally were beaten in, 

Miss Green has been quite a char- 
acter in the loéal life. She is a 
daughter of the late Judge Green, of 
the Blue Ridge circuit, but never 


married and has lived alone and as 
@ sort of recluse. She was known 
as one of the best educated women 
in the city and was refined in epeseh 
and manners. 

It is presumed that the hous 
entered for the purpose of robbery, 
the intfuder evidently expecting 
that Miss Green had hoarded a con- 
siderable amount of money in the 
house. Investigation showed that 
they got only $1.25, which was ina 
purse ‘which iss Green had yin 
on the bureau in her bedroom.

According to the announcement of 
President C. H. Candler, of the Coca- 
Cola company, last night, plans are 
being ‘projected for the reorganiza- 
tion of the big soft drink manufac- 
turing concern, which, if perfected, 
will make Atlanta the headquarters 
of a $25,000,000 corporation to ex- 
tend the sale of Coca-Cola to every 
part of the world. 

It was stated that the plans, 
which contemplate the sale of the 
stock owned by the present share- 
holders, to a syndicate represented 
by prominent New York banks,, 
would result in the formiing of a 
new organization, in which the 
present stockholders would retain 
a two-fifths interest, being paid 
$25,000,000 for the entire stock, 
$15,000,000 in cash and $10,000,000 in 
stock of the reorganized company. 

It was also stated that the pres- 
ent officers would remain in their 
places directing the affairs of the 
new concern, and tnat the interests 
backing ‘the ngw syndicate would 


dhave a representation of two mem- 


ers on the board of directors. 
Option Has Feen Given. 
beh sale, however, of the com- 
pany’s stock, its good will, formula 
and other, properties, has not yet 
taken place, but it was stated offi- 
clally that an option had been given 
upon thé above holdings, which 
ere remain in force until August 
t 
A stipulation of the option, in- 


is that all.stockholders shall agree 
to the reorganization.» ‘The option 
was granted by the majority stock-

“The plan of the proposed syndi- 
cate,” said Mr. Candler, “was to 
form a large corporatian for the 
purpose of extending the sale of 
the drink manufactured by the Coca- 
Cola company ‘to all parts of the 
world.”

“It is not true,” said Mr. Candler, 
“that the holders of the stock in the 
company have sold their holdings. 
It is true, however, that the. ma- 
jority stockholders were approached 
by R: C. Alston; representing the 
Guaranty Trust company, and the

asking for an option on the pur- 
chase of the stock for a syndicate 
to be capitalized at $25,000,000, and 
for which the present stockholders 
were to be paid part in cash and 
part-in new stock of the proposed 
syndicate.

““Phe purpose of the reorganiza- 
tion,” continued Presidént Candler,

London, July 31.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The great industial 
unrest in Great Britain, which has 
been seething ever since the armi- 
stice, seems at the present hur to 
have reached a point which menaces 
the commerce of the country with 
at least temporary disaster. It is 
considered possible that it may 
mean the downfall of the Lloyd- 
George government. 

The strikes of the .past month 
have been serious enough, but they 
are site: & sympathetic of an ep- 
idemic of dissatisfaction which ap- 
pears to prevail throughout the 
ranks of organized labor. Half a 
million Lanchashire cotton opera- 
tives were idle for more than three 
weeks. Two- hundred thousand 
Yorkshire. miners have been on 
strike since July 20. The Liver- 
pool dockers have paralyzed ship- 
ping there for two weeks, holding 
up hundreds of ships of all sizes. 
The bakers have decided to strike 
Saturday, and now the London po- 
lice are about to go on their second 
strike. | 

Threat of Triple Alliance. 

The worst movement of a’l] from 
the government standpo.nt is the 
threat of “direct action” by the tri- 
ple alliance of railwaymen, miners 
and transport workers. Thee pow- 
erful unions are taking a secret 
ballot to decide whether th y #hall 
use the weapon of a general strike 
to try to enforce their political proé- 
gram of the nationalization 32 mines 
and railways, abolition of cc.ascrip- 
tion and withdrawal fri'm ali par- 
ticipation in Russian affairs.

New Section Attacked. 

The alien property section. 
brought into question for the first 
time, was declared by republicas 
senators at a public committee hear- 
ing to “validate” in evéry respect 
the actB of A: Mitchell Palmer as 
alien enemy custodian, closing the

can citizens who were minority 
stockholders in German concerns 
taken over by the government.

All young men liable to military 
training will be registered at times 
set by the president, in much the 
Same manner as under the selective 
service act, with ‘the provision that 
except in.a national emergency not 
more than one registration shall 
be held in each calendar year. 
Provision is made for the estab- 
lishment of local registration boards, 
district boards and a national board 
of appeals to determine thase liable 
for training or ‘service. 
National military administrators 
are authorized for each state or 
territory-at a salary of $7,500 a year. 
The section of the bill stating who 
is diable for the training reads as 
follows: 

Train All Males. 
“All male citizens of the United 
States, excluding residents of Alas- 
ka and the insular possessions, and 
all male persons who have declared 
their intention to become citizens, 
other than those excepted by this 


act, shall, upon reaching the age of 
18 or within two yeags thereafter, 


be subject to military.or naval sery- 
ice for training puposes, and shall 
be inducted into the army or. navy 
and serve for a training period of 
six monthr and ssuch further. time 
as may be necessary for: enroll- 
ees mobilization and demobiliza- 
on 
When special exemption is allow- 
ed because of circumstances to be 
determined on by the various boards, 
the training shall begin before the 
person becomes 26 years of age. 
Classes of persons exempt from 
training service follows: 
Those exempt from military or 
naval service by treaties. 
Citizens -of any country with 
which the United States is at war 
or any ally of such country, 
Persons in a status with’ respect 
to persons dependent. upon them for 
support, Which .frenders their ex- 
emption advisable,’ as may be pre- 
scribed by regulation. 
@ersons who have 
months in the military or naval 
service, including, however, only 
such kinds of prior service as may 
be prescribed by regulation.

ENCOURAGING INDUSTRY. 


The one institution which has 
done more to encourage ifidustrial 
Cevelopment in Georgia than any 
other is the Georgia School of 
Technology. Thousands of its grad- 
uates and students are captains of 
incustry throughout Georgia, and 
elsewhere. 

The rapid rise of Georgia as an 
important manufacturing state is 
due largely to the educational and 
research work of Georgia Tech, 
which for many years has ranked 
with the best —" schools 
in America. 

Over three thousand of its alumni 
and students entered the army in 
the Great War, and several of them 
made the supreme sacrifice. In ad- 
dition to this, Georgia Tech trained 
in its spevial military, naval and 
aviation schocls over five thousand 
special army students. Tech’s war 
work has brought great honor to 
this state and has been an impor- 
tant factor in the war. 

This institution estimates that it 
will have to care for and educate 
between 1,500 and 1,800 technical 
students this year. This enroll- 
ment is more than double the en- 
rollment in 1915, when $100,000 was 
first appropriated for maintenance.

Its 
president is noted as one of the 
leading:.educators and administra- 
tive officials'in America. Its facul- 
ty is composed of high-grade men 
tho have placed personal service 


to state and nation above personal 
rain. 


The alumni and friends of the 
school have. contributed -. several 


hundrec thousand dollars’ services 


in cash, equipment, land and build- 
ings. 

It is this assistance which ex- 
plains the marvelous and success: 
ful work of this institution in spite 
of the meager appropriation that it 
has received from the state. 

In view of its large increase in 
enrollment, faculty and operating 
expenses of all kind, its request: for' 
an increase in its appropriation of 
only $25,000, or a total of $125,000, 
is extremely conservative, and it is 
difficult to understand how the 
school can maintain its faculty and 
efficiency for this sum of money. 

The legislature has never re- 
fused Georgia Tech any important 
request, and it certainly will saad do 
so now. 

The winning of the war, and es- 
pecially the part. played by Amer- 
ica, was dependent, very largely 
upon the work of engineers, sci- 
entists and our ‘rdustries. Geor- 
gia has lost many such men who 
must be replaced with men trained 


a greater state industrially than 
agriculturally, snd technical educa-. 


‘tion should receive consideration at 


least equal to that of agriculture. 
Georgia’s industries demand such 
consideration.

Meanwhile, a number of compro- 
mises have been suggested by the 
opposition leaders, the acceptance 
or rejection of which by the friends 
of the bill will depend to a great 
extent upon whether or not the 


other side will agree to put through

The attitude 
of the senators upon the bills will 
also have an important bearing upon 
the matter. 

Measures Tabled. 

After voting to reconsider the au- 
tomobile license tax bill, the house 
did little else at its Thursday morn- 
ing session besides table measures 
as they were called up in their spe- 
order on the calendar. When 
the order was reached, Mr. DuBose, 
of Clarke, promptly made a motion 
to reconsider the bill which was de- 
feated late Wednesday afternoon for 
failure of a constitutional majority.

The measure proposed to tax the 
rich .;:ounties to build paved roads 
through the poor counties which 
could not build them for themselves 
even by bond issues. It would mean 
the expenditure of $860,000 in his 
county aloné, more than Wilkinson 
would be able to raise for roads by 
taxes, the speaker declared, in a 
hundred years. It was indeed a 
surprising fact that the opponents 
of the bill, most of whom hailed 
from the poorer counties, had ar- 
rayed themselves under the leader- 
ship of one of the big county rep- 
resentatives, Mr. Wohlwender. 

Felt Lack of Strength, 

The previous question was called 
by Mr. Strozier and the resulting 
vote of 108 to 46 showed eleven 
more than ‘the cunstitutional ma- 
jority needed to pass the measure. 
In the state of the fight, however, 
friends of the two road measures 
next on the calendar, which being 
constitutional amendments required 
a two-thirds vote of the whole 
house, felt that their strength was 
insufficient to risk their passage 
and they were tabled on motion of 
Mr. DuBose, 

The plan then was to have the 
rules committee retire at once and 
recommend an order putting auto- 
mobile tax bill on its passage and a 
motion to that effect was carried 
at Btls withdrawn by Mr. 

ej 

The banking bill which was next 
on the fixed order of business was 


tabled in view of the fact that an 
identical bill has already passed the 


senate and would be reached-on the 
2 calendar probably next Mon- 
ay. 

Budget Bill Up. 


The budget bill of Mr. Pace, of 
Sumter, one of the measures strong-

Washington, July 30.—President 
Wilson sent to the senate today the 
appointment of Judge Samuel H. 
Sibley, of Union Point, as judge of 
the federal court of the northern

Judge Sibley’s 
appointment was not a surprise, as 
it had been anticipated for more 
than a week since it first became 
known that the attorney general 
had sent to the white house the de- 
partment’s recommendation’ that 
Judge Sibley be appointed. 

This appointment was made upon 
the request of Judge.Newman, who 
has passed the age of 75 years, that 
another judge be appointed in the 
north Georgia district, an option 
granted him under a general Dill 
passed by the 65th congress. The 
bill provided for the increase of the 
salaries of district judges to $7,500 
a year, and further that any judge 
having attained the age of 75 could 
retire permanently on full salary, 
ask for the appointment of an addi- 
tional judge, and both judges serve 
on full salary; or if the incumbent 
should be considered by the presi- 
dent as physically or otherwise in- 
capacitated by old age to serve, the 
president might retire him on full 
salary, and appoint another judge, 
etc, Judge Newman accepted the 
option of asking for an additional 
judge, that request having reached 
the president immediately upon his 
return from France. 

Neo Politieal Debts. 

In connection with the contest for 
the appointment Attorney Genera] 
Palmer notified the two United 
States senators from Georgia sev- 
eral weeks ago that no name would 


‘be considered who was not accept. 


able to both senators, and that no 
political debts on the part of either 
senator should be paid by the ap- 
pointment. 

Senator Hoke Smith was anxious 
for the appointment of District At- 
torney Hooper Alexander, but Sen- 
ator Harris declared that his ap- 
pointment would not be acceptable 
to him. Senator Harris sought the 
appointment of Judge Andrew J, 
Cobb, of Athens, but the president 
had established a precedent of not 
appointing any. one to the federal] 
bench who had passed 60 years of 
age, Senator Harris then urged the 
appointment of Attorney Ed Maddox, 
of Rome, but Senator Smith declared 
his appointment would not be ac- 
ceptable. 

Both senators therefore submitted 
to the department of justice lists of 
names with the statement that 
either would be acceptable. The at- 
torney general in comparing the 
lists found that both senators had 
agreed upon three names, Famuel 
H. Sibley, of Union Point; Shepard 
Bryan, of Atlanta, and Horace 
Holden, of Athens. The attorney 
general therefore eliminated from 
consideration all names suggested 
by one senator and not suggested by 
the other, thereby tracing firmly his 
announced policy of making the ap- 
pointment only from a list of names 
acceptable to both, 

\Three Names Mentioned, 

This narrowed the contest down 
to Sibley, Holden and Bryan, and 
the friends of each of these distin- 
guished -lawyers continued to urge 
their respective qualifications. It 
developed that Attorney General 
Palmer had met and discussed legal 
matters and matters of affairs with 
Judge Sibley at the last Georgia 
State Bar association convention, at 


which he was @ guest, and had be- 
come greatly impressed at the time 
with Judge Sibley’s great ability 
as a lawyer and jurist, and his - 
emplary character and standin 
aman.

nized as a leader in college affairs. 
.Immediately after his graduation 
from the academic department he 
entered the University of Georgia 
law school, being graduated with 
distinction in 1893. 

He then entered’a law partnership 
with the late Judge John C. Hart, 
former tax commissioner of Geor- 
gia, and, through his practice at 
Union Point, won recognition as one 
of the leading lawyers of the south. 
He was associated with Judge Hart 
until the latter became judge of the 
superior court of the Ocmulgee cir- 
cuit, after which Judge Sibley prac- 
ticed law alone, twice declining to 
leave Union Point for lucrative part- 
nerships which were offered him. 

Judge Sibley served as judge of 
the city court of Greene county and 
as ordinary of the county. In 1918 
he was president of the Georgia 
Bar association. In several cases he 
has represented the state of Georgia 
as special counsel in important tax 
cases before the supreme court of 
the United States, He severed his 
official connection as judge of the 
city court to become division coun- 
sel for the Georgia railroad. 

During the administration of Gov- 
ernor Slaton, Judge Sibley was. of- 
fered an appointment to a vacancy 
on the court of appeals, but  de- 
clined it. 

For many years he has been a 
leader in religious, social and civie 
activities. Ff took an important 
part in the recent Red Cross drive, 

He married Miss Florence Weldon 
Hart at Union. Point on April 19, 
1897. There are three children, Wil- 
liam, who ts a student at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, and Misses Sara 
and Weldon. John A. Sibley, well- 
known Atlanta lawyer, is a first 
cousin of Judge Sibley.

New Orleans, July 31.—Use of

chased Hoyt outright from 
Rochester. Heinemann tonight 
wired President Ban Johnson, of - 
the American league, requesting 
immediate action in the éase. In 
sport circles this is feared the 
beginning of a fight between 
minor and major leagues. 

Heinemann said tonight: 

‘The Boston club knew Hoyt 
was owned by New Orleans. Un- 
less the major leagues have de- 
cided to throw al] consideration 
of agreements to the winds and 
plunge: baseball into a fight to 
the finish, justice will be done 
speedily. I have utmost confi- 
dence in President Johnson see- 
ing the unfairness and in in- 
sisting upon. Boston making 
swift retribution.

“The New Orleans club is the 
sole owner of Pitcher Waite 
Hoyt; it purchased him from 
Rochester and has neither sold 
nor leased him to any other 
club.

Chicago, July 31.—Acute weakness 
developed in the cereal and provi- 
sion markets today, owing largely 
to bearish crop reports and to new 
attempts.at a sibstantial reduction 
of the cost of living. After a break 
of nearly stx cents, corn prices clos- 
ed unsettled at 5%4c net decline to 
lec advance. Oats lost 1% to 1%c. 
In provisions, the outcome was. un- 
changed to $1.25 down. 

At first corn traders did not seem 
much impressed with reports that 
rains which had fallen- would be of 
great benefit to the crops. Later, 
however, word of additional down- 
pours led to a change of sentiment, 
that was given emphasis by no- 
tice of a fifteen days’ embargo on 
shipments of coarse grains to New 
York. Then estimates became cur- 
rent that the corn crop would be 838,- 
000,000 bushels in excess of the 
promise a month ago. Selling pres- 
sure received its final impetus from 
Washington after ‘dispatches telling 
of attention at the white house and 
in congress to need of action toward 
lessening the expense of food and 
other prime necessities. Oats weak- 
ened with corn, but the down-turns 
were checked somewhat by knowl- 
edge that threshing reports were 


disappointing.

The Journal of Commerce, New 
York, reports a condition, 70.1 per 
cent, deciine of 1.3 points, condition

The sale of Eng- 
lish or French treasury notes here is a transaction between the gov 
ernments of those countries and our bankers and those of England 
or France, or between our business men and those of the countries 
named. If credits are not thus arranged the treasury notes just 
sold here may be taken up through sale of long-term bonds. Or, 
again, England and France and Belgium may renew the treasury 
notes from time to time until their factories and mills are able to

One step toward abolishing the 


navy order announcing the Victory 
ribbon ‘and the war service medal, 
providing that when the ribbon is 
worn the gold chevron shall not be 
worn. The general order has re- 
cently been made public, the navy 
up until now having had no insig- 
nia of service in the war other than 
the gold chevron. 


The details of the order from Sec- 
retary Daniels will be of interest to 
all navy men who at any time serv- 
ed during the war. A war service 
medal to be known as the Victory 


medal will be awarded to all per- H 


sons who served on active duty be- 
tween April 6, 1917, and November 
11, 1918. A clasp to be worn on the 
ribbon of the medal will also be 
awarded to those who performed 
designated duties, the clasp denot- 
ing such. Only one clasp will be 
permitted. 

Clasps are awarded to those who 
served on transport duty at least one 
trip on the north Atlantic within 
the above dates, those on escort 
duty, the armed guard, those serving 
with the grand fleet, those on patrol 
duty east of the 37th meridian and: 
north of the equator during the time 
between the mentioned dates, and 
those who served anywhere in the 
north Atlantic after May 25, 1918, 
up to the armistice. Rulings for 
those on submarines, destroyers and 
in the aviation are the same. 

The naval batteries in France be- 
tween June 10, 1918, and the armis- 
tice are naturally included. Those 
in the Wihite sea who made a Rus- 
sian port, ‘and those in  As&iatic 
waters who made a Siberian port 
and others get the clasp. 

On the ribbon when only the rib- 
bon is worn the miniature bronze 
star will represent the clasp. A 
silver star will represent commen-. 
dation by the department. '

“. “The corn farmer should consider the advisability, the almost vital 
necessity, of sending his corn to market shelled and sacked. The old 
wasteful and extravagant method of shelling corn in the shuck should 


be done away with. 
“Hundreds of thousands of dollars have been lost annually in Geor- 
gia through the improper curing of our hays. We do not’ believe there 
as ever been a time when there was an over supply of properly cured 
peavine hay on the market. Peanut-vine hay has advanced wonderfully 
with the feeding public. However, the form in which it is presented to 
the market is deplorable. Loss on peanuts from lack of harvesting 
machinery and lack of storage, eat up the entire profit on the crop. As 
stated above, now is the time to take up your harvesting problems and 
solve therh in advance. The state agricultural department, the state 
bureau of markets and all the other branches of the agricultural de- 
partment are eager to serve the farmer.
